The splendid and well-know- n ship Guy Man
nerins. of New York, owned by Mr. E. M. TuV'
lor. which sailed from New York on the 2d of
December, with a cargo of cotton and grain, for
Liverpool, became a total wreck-- Here about
three o'clock P. M. on the 31st ultimo. She was
commanded by Captain Charles Brown, and was
1611 tons reeriitir. There were thirty-si- x souJs
on board, nineteen of whom were nayed, and
seventeen were lost. After leaving New York,
they had a very favorable passnge the tirst week,
after which, and to this happening, they had fear
ful stoima all the rest of the passage; their tirst
set of sails were Diown off to ribbons, and the
remaining canvas in a like manner; the cargo
twice shitted, and the crew got disabled by day

. and night's incessant labor. The passengers
were then made to work the vessel, and during
the last week, from having no sails, thev were
tossed to and fro, and gradually drifted to the lee
shore. The night belore the Gu y Maunering rau
ashore, she spoke the ship J. P. wheeler, of New
York, off Skerry vore Liahthouso, which came to,
to give assistance and to take on the bauds and pus

and Dy the morning the GuyMannering hud dnl ted
ouioi siuiit, clone io me suure, on ine wesiciae oi
lona. in nan an Hour she parted amidships,
within a quarter of a mile of the beach. A man
then seen to throw himself into the sea, and to
make for the shore. Ho atterwards proved to be
the nrst mate, wno swain ashore over the husrc
breakers. Ho was lollowed by seven or eight
others, but being overpowered, except the car
penter, they made for the cotion bales which
now dntted ashore, but none ot these poor fel-

lows managed It, and they gradually disap-
peared anioug the debris of cotton, timber, sails,
etc. mere whs then observed a pieee
driiting in with three on it; the people
collected on snore then went out, shout
der to 6houUler, at ereai risk", and
carried them ashore; and then another piece
iollowed with seven on it, who were rescued. A
few more came on bales. The captain struck
out for the shore, turned back when half way.
and nobly held on to some piece till about 8
o'clock. He was given up tor being lost by all,
but about 8 o'clock there was a faint cry heard
from a piece driiting in. and every effort used to
reach him, where he was found quite benumbed.
and most tenaciously holding on. He must have
been about live honrs lu the water, during which
time the sea was regularly washing over him.
The sailors, as picked up, were carried to the
neareet houses aud duly attended to, as also the
captain, who Is, considering the circumstances,
wonderfully well.

On the 1st instant three bodies were washed
ashore, and it was expected that the others
would utso bo thrown up. The most, if not all,
of the careo will be saved, at least the cotton;
but the grain is not expected to be found. ' The
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greatest praise Is due to tbcpoopldof lona for
their courage, in Imminent danger, in rescuing
the poor hclpb-s- s men, the most ol whom could
not move, and bad to be carried to houses; and
t.ho for their prompt attention and kindness in
supplying clothes, as the most of the wrecked
seamen stripped themselves of their clothing for
better enabling them to swim, It was a most
hcart-rcndinB- T scene to hear the poor drowning
men shriek tor assistance when it could not be
piven, or to see them dropping off, and sinking
to rise no more. i
